HEADQUARTERS. 

At the general executive headquar- 
ters in Paris, presided over by K. C. 
Carter, chief secretary, are 125 offi- 
cers and hundreds of workers. These 
headquarters are run with the snap 
and precision of a combined mercan- 
tile and military establishment. 
There is no wasted energy, no slack- 
ing. Everything is done by the short 
cut route. This is the nerve cen- 
ter of the far-reaching Y.M.C.A. cen- 
ter in France, with ite tremendous 
ramifications. There are no cushy 
jobs. These men are working hard- 
er than they ever did in strictly 
civilian positions. 

Two thousand Americans are en- 
listed in the organization, and as 
many more civilians ranging from 
stenographers to carpenters are em- 
ployed. It is an army back of the 
army, and like the army growing 
steadily in numbers and efficiency.

Interference with Government Extended 
to Fields, Mines, Oil, Railroads.

HICAGO, May 22.—How the 
IW. W. attempted to interfere 

with the government's prepara- 
tions for war by curtailing produc- 
tion in the grain fields, coal mines, 
oll wells and copper mines of the 
Central and Western States was de- 
scribed in letters read today by Spe- 
celal Prosecutor H. K. Nebeker at 
the trial of 112 members of the or- 
before Federal Judge 


In addition to organizing the 
workers in these industries, the 
I. W. W. leaders attempted to line up 
the employees of western railroads 
so as to paralyze the country trans- 
portation system. Where efforts to 
organize the men in the different in- 
dustries were unsuccessful, the LW. 
W. put into effect various forms of 
sabotage in the hope of accomplish- 
ing the desired results. 

Among the letters read were those 
written by thebe four defendants: 
Pierce C. Wetter, secretary of the 
Coal Miners’ 


sabotage were sent to branch or- 
—— in the West for distribu- 
tion. 

“We expect to stop the entire cop- 
per output of the country soon,” 
Jacobs wrote from Denver, July 28, 
1917. “Twelve hundred miners are 
on strike in Butte under the LW.W. 
banner.” 

Numerous letters from western 
cities by Fred Goulder were read 
by counsel for the government. 

“Bay, theres going to- de hell in 
the West over conscription,” said 
Goulder in one communication. 

Goulder told of leaving Seattle in 
August, 1917, decause the sight of 
soldiers was nauseating to him.

Jo- 
seph Ray Corder and other defend- 
ants, it appears, changed their 
names and fied in dieguises te dis- 
tant parts of the country after they 
had registered, in order to escape 
army service. 

Counsel for the éefendants vigor- 
ously objected to the admission of 
many of these letters, but Judge 
Landis permitted them to go in 4 
evidence for the government. 

ADMITS HIDING. 


Corder admitted he changed his 
name and wore a disguise to avoid 
the draft, after he had registered, in 
several letters written to his sister. 

Letters taken from the files of Al- 
exander Cournes, another defend- 
ant, who was employed in the 
United States Weather Bureau at 
Huron, 8. D., when arrested, showed 
he had been registered, but had been 
active in advising his brothers and 
others how to avoid being drafted. 

“Il am wearing a United States 
fag on my coat to keep stool pig- 
eons off the scrent,” he wrote in one 
letter. In a letter sent to the editor 
of the LW.W. newspaper Solidarity 
he advised the organization to issue 
a pamphlet against conscription and 
described methods by which mem- 
bers might escape war duty. 

He urged that the LV. W. concen- 
trate their efforts by seeking em- 
ployment in exempted occupations, 
n as mining, ammunition mak- 
ing, agriculture, lumber, shipbulld- 
ing and transportation lines.

foodstuffs in the next ninety days. 

“As a result of the diversion ef 
a large part of the shipping em- 
ployed by the Relief Commission to 
other war purposes.” said Mr. 
Hoover, “it had been necessary to 
reduce the bread ration to six ounces 
per diem, this being an ounce be- 
low the present German ration, 
with corresponding reductions in 
other foodstuffs. 

“Even with this additional ship-

HUGHES'S LETTER. | 

“In accordance with your re- 
guest.“ Mr. Hughes wrote, I shal! 
attempt to summarize briefly some of 
the points discussed in our confer- 
ence today, particularly with respect 
to the scope of our inquiry. 

“It ia quite evident, from the ma- 
terial you have already gathered and 
from the matters discussed with you 
and Mr. Frierson, that it would be 
necessary for us carefully to ex- 
amine all the activities relating to 
aircraft production. It is easy, of 
course, theoretically, to distinguish 
between an inquiry within the prov- 
ince of the Department of justice 
and one which is aimed merely at 
alleged waste or neglect, or misman- 
agement, or imefficiency, apart from 
any appropriate basis for a civil guilt 
to recover misappropriated moneys, 
og a criminal prosecution. 

“As @ practical matter, however, 
it is evident that in the endeavor to 
determine whether there is a basis 
for a civil suit by the government or 
a criminal prosecution, it will be 
necessary for us to make a thorough 
inquiry into the entire history of air- 
craft production since the begin- 
ning of the war and of all proceed- 
ings which have been taken by any 
persons or concerned 
therewith. 

CRIMINAL SUITS. 

“If we discover a basis for civil 
sults by the government they will 
be instituted. It we find grounds for 
& criminal prosecution it will be in 
order to go before the grand jury to 
obtain indictments.

“If it e understood that we con- 
template this course of action, I 
should suppose that there would be 
a general disposition to permit our 
Investigation to proceed untl em- 
barrassed by another parallel course 
of action. Clearly, ag We may rec- 
ognige the anthority to conduct an- 
other official inquiry at the game 
time, we cannot doubt that any of- 
ficiahinquify into the same course of 
conduct, although with another aim,

“We are instructed to have a 


prompt and thorough investigation 
and my desire is that we should 
have the fullest opportunity to con- 
duct such Investigation, and it ig Ge- 
sirable that it should be generally un- 
derstood that when We are through 
we shal) state the facts we have aa- 
certained to the end that all may be 
satiefied to await the result of Sur 
investigation.” 


COMPROMISE. 

The compromise, pronounced ge- 
ceptable to the administration and 
declared by Senator Chamberlain 
te be acceptable to him, was reached 
after prolonged conferences and 
proposes that any expenses incurred 
by the Military Committee for in- 
vestigations previously authorised 
shall be paid from the contingent 
fund the Senate.

Wages of Sixty-four Thousand Hours 
to Swell the Fund, Now Totaling 
Over Half Our Allotment. 
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The half-way point towards the 
Los Angeles quota of $750,000 for 
the second Red Cross war fund was 
well passed yesterday, when the 
campaign teams made their reports 
at the noon meeting at the Alexan- 
dria.

His 
arrest was the culmination of 
months of shadow-work by ts 
of the Department of Justice, lead- 
ing to all sections of the United 
States. Kolb could have been taken 
into custody long ago, but the offi- 
cers wished to ap his con- 
federates as well. 

When the Federal agents learned 
all thet Was n it was de- 
cided to arrest him. esterday on 
Spring street an officer app 

and told him he was under arrest. 
He submitted quigtly. 

OTHER ARRESTS LIKELY. 
Other important arrests are ex-

— gathered from Kolb's activities 
in various States and along the bor- 


In carrying out his work as an - 
leged Teuton informant and propa- 
gandist, Kolb, according to the gov- 
ernment agents, cloaked himeelf 
with a super-Americanism. He 
adopted any task or vocation, ft is 
said, by which to achieve his ends. 
He te alleged to have crossed the 
line many times and to have on- 
veyea much valuable information 
to waiting Kailser-men in Mexico. 
At Pneenada, it declared, Kolb 
even went 8 far as to open a bank 
ostensibly backed by German capi- 
tal. The principal receipts ef the 
institution, it ie sald, were tons of 
propaganda for A4istribution along 
the West Mexican Coast. 

In the United States he assumed 
the garb of an insurance agent in 
Texas, in order to facilitate his task 
of emvtcgling Germans over the line 
inte Mexico. It ts sald he turned up 
the of Fort Doug- 
recently disguised as a fruit 
ein He was — there 
while trying to communieate with 
interned Germans.

TMENT OF WAR PRISONERS. 

President Wilson, in his recent ad- 
dress at the Metropolitan Operahouse in 
New York, told his vast audience: “One of 
the deepest stains that rests upon the repu- 
tation of the German army is that they have 
not respected the Red Cross.” He might 
have added that an equally deep stain rests 
upon the German government and nation for 
the studied cruelty, the organized heart- 
lessness and the officially-encouraged insult 
and humiliation with which they have treat- 
ed their prisoners of war. 

It is dificult for an American citizen to 
believe that the inhabitants of a small Ger- 
man town were fined and imprisoned for 
offering a few crusts of bread and some 
drinks of cold water to woumled, suffering 
and halfstarved Canadian prisoners while 
they were sidetracked there on a crowded 
Cattle train. Yet Mr. Gerard, at that time 
in charge of British interests in Germany, 
investigated and vouched for the truth of 
the stories. Women in America can hardly 
understand that members of their sex could 
spit into the faces of honorable captives of 
war on their way under armed guard to 
concentration camps. Yet this is by no 
means the worst of the Insults that Allied 
soldiers have had to engure from the civil- 
lan population in Germany. Unprintable 
| indecencies have been practiced on them 
in the helplessness of their captivity. The 
German set out to imitate the frightfulness 
of Attila, the Hun; in devising ignominies 
and foulmesses for war prisoners he has 
bettered the instruction. 

Unfortunately we can no longer avoid the 
truth of the charges that have piled up for 
three years against the captive-baiters of 
Germany. The tubercular, emaciated con- 
dition of French prisoners, turned over to 
their own government in exchange for well- 
fed and regularly-worked Germans, is en 
dence incontrovertible as to what takes 
place among the unfortunate Allied fighters 
once they have fallen into the clutches of 
the enemy. In the last three years so many 
Stories have come through of the systema- 
tized: deterioration attempted against the 
bodies of their prisoners as part of the Ger- 
man military programme to weaken the ene- 
my that the United States is bound to take 
cognizance of the fact and shape its own 
conduct accordingly. 

The problem of reprisals is a delicate 
one. It bristles with boomerangs. Of 
course it is utterly impossible for such a 
mation as ours to duplicate in this country 
the acts of inhumanity against the helpless 
and the captive that have become part of 
the ftegular military procedure in the do- 
minions of the Kaiser. Our native Indians, 
im their most savage pre-civilized practices, 
would have turned with horror from some 
of the German prison camps. If there are 
any Huns who fall into our hands, capable 
of redemption by kindly and considerate 
treatment, our government and people will 
certainly prefer to conquer them by bring- 
ing about in them a complete change of 
heart. But from the description given by 
The Times correspondent, Harry Williams, 
of the German prisoners that he inspected 
in the camps of France there seems to be 
but Uttle chance of impressing their sullen, 
sulky dispositions by acts of kindness— 
which they only attribute to a feeble will— 


or by deeds cruelty—which they imagine 
are prompted fear of future German ven- 
geance. 


From many @ifferent quarters in England 
a considerable agitation has been carried 
on over the too great consideration and ex- 
cessive care shown for their Hun prisoners 
by the British military authorities. Rad- 
als have gone so far as to declare that 
in some camps these prisoners are better 
fed than many of the poorer workers in 
British cities. This is a fault—if it fs a 
fact—for to pamper and to pet such irre- 
concilables, while the home folk are going 
to every extreme of abnegation and self- 
dental to hasten the day of victory, must 
be discouraging to the thrifty aud seem un- 
fair to civilian and soldier alike. | 

What will America do with the increas- 
ing number of Hun prisoners that are cer- 
tain to fall into the hands of our brave 
soldiers? In Georgia the Fulton county 
grand jury has made a strong protest 
against the “guest-like” treatment accorded 
to German prisoners at Fort MacPherson, 
“who,” the reports conclude, “do no manual 
labor, are well fed, well housed, well-clothed 
and are permitted to lead a lazy, indolent 
life.” 

As Fugland did in the beginning of the 
war, the American people are likely to err 
on the side of too much generosity toward 
the whappreciative enemy prisoner. But 
this at least is a fault on the right side 
and can be counted as a virtue compared 
with crimes against humanity committed in 
German prison camps. The French appar- 
ently have found the most satisfactory solu- 
tion to the prisoner-of-war problem. They 
make Mr. Captive-Hun get in and dig for 
his livelihood—they take care of his phy- 
sical needs, and he is certain to get his 
bread and cheese so long as he shows a 
disposition to earn it 

The Fulton county grand jury arrived at 
@ correct conclusion. Fort MacPherson 
should not be a rest camp, a lounging pldce 
wherein the captive Hun may eat, sleep 
and grow fat and saucy out of the proceeds 
of American Thrift Stamps and Liberty 
Bonds and incometax returns. It should 
be impressed on all these compulsory guests 
of the nation that they are expected to pay 


Uncle Sam. So when they at last return 
to thelr mative country the uppermost 
thought in their egg-shaped craniams will 
be this: that Uncle Sam will let nether 
the atrocities practiced in Germany nor his 
own preference for generous forebearance 
interfere for one moment with his strict 
sense of economic justice.

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MINY 
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SCRIPTION PLANS. 

President Wilson's appeal for force 
without stint or Umit to combat Prussian 
militarism has been answered by Congress 
with a new conscription bill which Mmits 
the size of our Liberty Army only to the 
available man force of the nation. It was 
at first proposed that the actual number of 
men under arms should not be in excess of 
5,000,000 at any one time; but this restric- 
tion was cancelled at the request of the 
President himself. He explained his attitude 
towards the selective draft in an address 
which he delivered last week in New York. 
The President then said: “I have asked the 
Congress of the United States to pame no 
limit because Congress intends, I am sure, 
as we all intend, that every ship that can 
carry men or supplies shall go laden upon 
every voyage with every man and every 
supply she can carry.” 

There is a divergence of opinion concern- 
ing the number of men the United States 
will actually call to the colors before the 
Hun ts finally beaten to his knees. Con- 
gressman Kahn, ranking Republican mem- 
ber on the Military Committee, has placed 
the number at 8,000,000. Mr. Kahn is a na- 
tive of Germany and knows something about 
the military strength of that country. 
Since war was declared Mr. Kahn has been 
one of the most Indefatigable workers for 
a powerful and well-equipped American 
army. He declares that the Junkers are 
the greatest enemy of the German people 
and that the highest service he can render 
the country of his birth Is to help to free 
it from mflitary despotism. 

Gen. Crowder estimated yesterday that 
750,000 men will be added to the American 


As the war progresses the wisdom of 
making use of the selectivedraft plan to 
raise our Liberty Army is fully revealed. 
No greater problem ever confronted the 
nation than that of selecting, equipping and 
landing on foreign soil an armed force wor- 
thy our republic. That the problem has 
been solved is evidenced by the fact that 
there are in France at present more than 
500,000 uniformed, equipped and trained 
American troops; that there are more than 
1,000,000 in training at the various Amer- 
jean camps or on the way to France, and 
that there will be more than 3,000,000 
American soldiers under arms here and in 
France by January 1, 1919.

In devising the mechanism needed, 
Gen. Crowder showed his broad vision 
and complete confidence in the self- 
governing capacity of the American 
people. He called for the voluntary ge- 
tion of State, county and city officials 
and for the formation of committees of 
unofficial persons to execute the law. 
Through these agents,ina marvelously 
short time, nearly ten millions of men 
between 21 and 31 were registered. 
German secret diplomacy exhausted itself 

in vain, seeking devious ways to hamper the 
selection and equipment of our troops. 
There were appeals to prejudice, religion, 
passions and even to democracy itself to 
cause delay. Agents were found venal 
enough to sell their honor and their country 
for foreign gold; but they were not able to 
render effective service to the enemy. Their 
very opposition served to sharpen the pa- 
triotism of the American people and only 
spurred loyal citizens to greater efforts. 
Mr. Taft explains in detail how the five 
classes under which conscripts are listed 
were made up, then he gives the following 
Mummating resume of the results: * 

In round numbers there were 2,400; 
000 in Class A. Of these, 200,000 were 
sent to camps last fall after the first 
call; 600,000 have been called for April 
and May; 800,000 will be called before 
January 1, 1919, so that we shall have 
an army of 3,200,000 men by that time. 
This will reduce the uncalled of Class 
A to 800,000. If the bill now pending 
becomes law and these who have be- 
come 21 since the passage of the con- 
scription act of May 18, 1917, are draft- 
ed, we shall be able to add to Class A 
at least 700,000 eligibles. Thus the 
number in Class A will become 1.890. 
000 again by January, 19198. Tf a new 
registration of men becoming 21 in May. 
1918, is had in that year, there will be 
added 700,000 more, or those left in 
Class A will then be increased to 3,200, 
000, or more than enough to make an 
army of 5,000,000 men January 1, 1920, 
without going out of Class A. Should 
we go into other classes or reduce the 
age limit to 19 we could with ease add 
millions to that number. 


BIG WAR FIGURES. 

At the annual luncheon in New York of 
the Bureau of Advertising of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association Sir John 
Foster Fraser of London, chairman of the 
War Lectures Committee of Great Britain, 
made a speech in which he made the fol- 
lowing interesting statements: 

“The English navy in August, 1914, just 
as the great war broke, had four million 
tons: today she has six million tons, or 50 
per cent. more than when the war began.” 

“In Scotland and England one in every 
seven is in the army; in Ireland, one in 
thirty-six.” 

“In one month Great Britain lost 27,000 
dead in France. 


“Six hundred thousand British Me dead 
France.” 


“In four weeks Great Britain lost more 
men than in the United States the entire 
North lost in the Civil War.” 

“Yet we are not disheartened. We must 
be cheerful; the soldiers at the front are 
always full of good cheer. Our line may 
bend, may bulge, but, by the gods, never 
will the Germans break through it.”

PARIS, May 1.—[(Delayed by Cen- 
sor. I— Whatever the main results of 
the war, one result is certain: Ger- 
many never will be forgiven for her 
atrocities, especially against women 
and children. By her sacrilegious

Since arriving here it has been 
my good fortune to pass through a

It was the morning after my ar- 
rival that a German shell burst in 
& maternity home, inflicting death 
on mothers weakened by the, su- 
preme sacrifice and killing ‘and 
maiming the wee babes at their 
bosoms. Of this scene I saw only 
the aftermath, the blood-stained lin- 
en, wrecked beds and cradles, the 
hysteria of those who had escaped 
and the strange look of fright that 
had driven out the love light to be 
found only in the eyes of newly- 
made mothers. 

On another occasion two children 
were playing on the sidewalk in 
front of a small shop kept by their 
mother. They were both struck 
down by a shell which hit in the 
street. The boy, 6 years old, was 
terribly mangled. The girl, a flaxen- 
haired little thing of 4, did not ap- 
pear to have a scratch. She appar- 
ently was killed by shell shock. To 
me she appeared like some pretty 
wax doll which had fallen from a 
store window, except that she had 
not closed her blue eyes as wax 
dolis do when they fall. 

The mother’s anguish moved to 
tears even those accustomed to such 
sights. 

Rushing into the street, she knelt

r hands and looking imploringly 
to heaven, she cried, “Oh, dieu, voy- 
ez loeuvre du Kaiser; mes char 
mants bebes!”

FOUGHT 


RIZZLED and gray but the pic- 
ture of ruddy, vigorous health, 
the first of Gen. Pershing s 


men is back in California from 


France. He is Sergt. Richard J. 
Schneider. At Red Cross rallies at 
Pasadena and Eagle Rock last night, 


and left the han. He brings a Am- 
ple, intimate picture of what our 
soldiers are doing over there. 
Sergt. Schneider d a native son. 
He was born at San Francisco in 
1865 of German-Irish parentage. 
“But that makes no difference,” he 
said. “After whet I have seen in 
this war, I want nothing more to do 
with anything German.” 

“IT have never been in politics nor 
in society nor belonged to clubs, so 
dont expect too much from me,” 
he tells his audience and then 
launches into a direct story of the 
trenches. 

“COTIE” IN THE TRENCHES. 


“The most comfort to be had in 
the trenches is while we are ir the 
dugouts,” he sald. “But there the 
straw if damp and remains damp. 
A little bug called the ‘cotie’ is fre- 
This bug is of the same 
family as the American louse, ofty 
bigger—about the size of a bed bug. 
“One soldier was watching over 
the top of a trench when he keit 
something on the baek of his neck. 
He bent his head az he felt for it. 
Bang came a shell that hit in back 
of im and grazed his trench cap. 
He felt down the back of his neck 
and found ots“ In give you a 
home for life, you eaved mine,’ he 
said and placed the ‘cotie’ in his 
shirt. There are lots of rats in the 
trenches. 

“The food is the best—plaiz, but 
good. It keeps up the spirits of the 
men. Far different from what, we 
got in ‘38. You remember jthe 
stories about the embalmed beef? I 
ate some of it.

“We were on the Verdun sector. 
It was quiet uftil we came—the 
French and Germans must have been 
playing marbles— but then real ac- 
tion started.

FEAR THE BAYONET. 


“When an American soldier first 
gets over there he has a feeling that 
he is going against the unknown. 
Quickly he learns that the Germans 
are afraid of a bayonet—and when 
their leader falls, they want to sur- 
render. 

“The Marines did wonderful work 
but lost heavily when they started. 
A buneh of our men went after an 
enemy patrol one night. They killed 
fifty-eight Germans and brought 
back twenty-eight prisoners. Only 
four of our infantry were wounded. 
Just before I came back. I saw some 
of the drafted men go into action— 
and they did not hold back,” the 
regular army soldier emphasized. 
“December was the coldest month 
We were warmly clothed but not 
enough. Then came great cases of 
sweaters and mittens. They were 
sent by the Red Cross. The soldiers 
will never forget.” 

Sergt. Schneider wears a new hat 
cord—a cord of black and white, 
which denotes the machine-gun com- 
panies. Because of its funereal ap- 
Pearance the soldiers who wear it 
have been called the “suicide dri 
gade.” He is a veteran of the 
Philippines, enlisting the first time 
in 1888. In five months he will re- 
tire with thirty years service for his 
country. 

“Stand behind the Red Cross,” he 
said. “The Cross is stapding behind 
us over there, and when the boys 
ower there know that you are doing 
your best, they will be willing to 
fight their way to Berlin with base- 
ball bats after the ammunition is 
exhausted.”
